The report 
it lacking in detail and baa not been 
confirmed. 
Advices are {tlao received 
that a battle was fought between the 
Yaquta and M exicans on Jan. 
27. the 
M exicans then being under the com ­ 
mand of General Torres 
The fighting 
occurred on the (In av mas desert, 50 
m iles east of Guaym.* 
The Yaqui* 
withdrew, but were not pursued 
The 
number ""gaged w as 2000 on the Mexi­ 
can side and 8000 on the Yaqui side*, 
0 Yaquis. Bt Indian women and 20 In­ 
dian children were taken captive by th# 
Mexicans. 
General Torres lost 89 kill­ 
ed, 210 wounded. 59 m issing, w hile the 
Yaqui loss is put at 90 killed and 
wounded. 
The Yaqui* still hold the m outh of 
the Yaqui river and the line of steamer* 
betw-een the river and G uaym as is not 
in opeiation. 
Santa Teresa who is w ith 
the Yaquis at that point, has w ith her 
8000 fully equipped men. 
The G uaym as desert in which Gen. 
Torres repulsed the Yaquis. is about 25 
m iles wide, its western lim it is 25 miles 
distant from Guaym as. The desert con­ 
sists of boulders m ostly. 
There is no 
sand, vegetation or water and this is 
the only tim e in the year when the de­ 
sert can be crossed in safety, ow ing to 
the fierce heat. It is im possible to make 
progress by horseback on it, ow ing to 
the slipperness of the rocks. 
The Yaquis, who expected to cross the 
desert’before the M exicans got a start 
and then fall on Guaym as. were handi­ 
capped by their horses and did not get 
far before the moon rose. The M exicans 
were on the desert before the Yaquis 
had gone eight m iles over i t The Mexi­ 
cans made good progress as they had no 
horses to lead, com ing up w ith the Ya­ 
quis in the m iddle of the desert where 
tho battle was fought at eight o’clock in 
the m orning of Jan. 27. 
The Y aquis under Tenebanto, stood 
their ground by presenting a regular 
front, extending from boulder to boul­ 
der and placing parties on the projec­ 
tions. 
The horses were kept in a bunch 
aw ay from the fire. The M exicans suf­ 
fered a heavy loss while advancing on 
the Yaquis and 
then came a hand to 
hand fight for which the M exicans were 
better equipped than their enemies. The 
conflict lasted three hours. 
The horses 
of the Yaquis stampeded, but the In­ 
dians fought on. 
The Yaquis worked 
around the Mexicans, 
then withdrew 
and started back toward the Bacatete 
m ountains. 
A t G uaym as the M exicans are ex­ 
pected to return to the Baeeteeas after 
a rest 
If the Yaquis had succeeded in 
crossing the desert G uaym as would 
have been at their mercy. 
Four 
hours 
delay saved the town. 
The Yaquis junta is said to be m an­ 
euvering for the issue of bonds. 
Mem­ 
bers of the provincial governm ent 'be­ 
lieve that an issue of $2,500,000 w ill be 
successful in the U nited Btates and 
Sonora. 
The Yaqui trouble has gone so far 
that “Yaqui buttons” have appeared. 
These buttons contain Am erican colors 
w ith the words “Yaqui Must Live" in 
Spanish printed on them. 
American 
colors are used because the rebels have 
no flag.

Austin, Feb. 3- — From present indi­ 
cations the special session of the legis­ 
lature w ill not accom plish the object of 
its call. 
Although the report of the tax 
com m ittee may get into the house Mon­ 
day, there is no change in the sentim ent 
that the bill cannot be passed before the 
close of the first special session, 
nor is 
there any indication as yet that the gov­ 
ernor w ill reconvene the legislature for 
a second special session for the purpose 
of passing a tax bilL 
There m ay come a change in the situ­ 
ation when the com m ittee report is made 
and the house 
finds 
itself 
directly 
charged with the responsibility for en­ 
acting a tax law, but so strong and so 
widespread is the opposition to most of 
the principal features of the bill that 
there is little hope of harmonious action 
with the rem aining two weeks of this 
session. Then, too, the senate is to have 
its inning and no member has yet been 
found who w ill hazard the belief that 
the bill can be got through the house 
and into the senate in tim e to enable 
that body to give it due and deliberate 
consideration. 
F a rth e r tim e w as g ran ted F riday by 
the house to the com m ittee on taxation 
and revenue for the consideration of the 
tax bill and prep aratio n of its report 
thereon. 
The case of R epresentative T arver of 
W ebb, again occupied the atten tio n of 
the house.
